Nor that he would have governed his Judgment 
by the ill-placed Cavils of the Sour, the Envious, 
the Stupid, and the Taſteleſs, which he mentions 
with Diſdain. He acknowledges there are ſeveral 
youthful Sallies, which from the Grave and the 
Wile may deſerve a Rebuke. But he deſires to be 
anſwerable no farther than he is guilty, and that his 
Faults may not be multiplyed by the ignorant, the 
unnatural, and uncharitable Applications ct thoſe 
who have neither Candor to ſuppoſe good Mean- 
ings, nor Palate to diſtinguih true Ones. Atter 
which, he will forfeit his Lite, if any one Opinion 
cCan be fairly deduccd from that Book, which 1.

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preach againſt. It containeth nothing to provoke 
them by the leaſt Scurrility upon their Perſons or 
their Functions. It celebrates the Church of Eug- 
land as the moſt perfect of all others in Diſcipline 
and Doctrine; it advanceth no Opinion they reject, 
nor condemneth any they receive. If the Clergy's 
Reſentments lay upon their Hands, in my humble 
Opinion, they might have found more proper Ob- 
jects to employ them on : * Nendum tibi deſiuil Hoflis 
I mean thoſe heavy, illiterate Scriblers, proſtitute 
in their Reputations, vicious in their Lives, and 
ruined in their Fortunes; who, to the Shame of 
good Senſe as well as Piety, are greedily read, 
meerly upon the Strength of bold, talſe, impious 
Aſſertions, mixed with unmannerly Reflections up- 
on the Prieſthood, and openly intended againſt all 
Religion; in ſhort, full of ſuch Princi pics as Ar 
kindly received, bec: wſe they are levelled to re- 
move thoſe Terrors that Religion telleth Men will 
be the Conſequence of immoral Lives.
